didn’t finish it), but on learning that the 
stream was stocked, unjoinled my pole 
and 
declined 
to

of the situation, as Í only' fish for wild 
tront. I have pursued this pi li:y for year 1 
and never caught oue y e t; but I stick to 
my policy, feeling that my reward will como 
eventually.

“ thiiu».'* Of cours-e the Appear* assertion 
i that “ compromise is treason,” is nonsense. 
! in making such a remark the Appeal shows 
that it does not yet comprehend .Judge 
' Temple’s decision. 
That decision is, in 
itself, nothing else than a compromise, and 
therefore it is a rank absurdity for thuse 
who propose to stand upon it to declare 
that they will not listen to compromise. 
We do not understand what the Sun 
means, however, when it savs that “ we of 
“ the valley cannot be expected to take any 
“ chances on the effectiveness of dams. 
What is meant here by the expression 
“ taking chances . ’ -Judge 'J emple has de­ 
cided that if the minera build dams which 
will hold back the coarser debris from 
the mines, they can go on with their 
work. 
Having built their dams they 
must go into 6’ourt and make a showing of 
their effectiveness. The rest is matter of 
detail. It is to he presumed that in such 
a case the Court would appoint experts 
(professional engineers, no doubt, i to ex­ 
amine the dams and ascertain whether 
they answered the purpose for which they 
were built. The question of the solidity 
and permanence of the structures would 
naturally enter into the investigation, and 
upon the ensuing report the Court would 
act. If it was favorable the miners would 
get a release from injunction. But it 
ought to be obvious that no matter what 
the authority' upon which the decision of 
the Court is rendered, it cannot be infal­ 
lible. The element of chance must in fact 
enter into it, as it enters into all human 
acts. Human judgment, however aided 
by experience and special training, is never 
beyond the reach of error. To say, there­ 
fore, that the people of the Valley cannot 
take any chances on the effectiveness of 
the dams is equivalent to saying that they 
will cot be satisfied with any dams that 
can be built. 
It is evident, however, that those who 
are so dreadfully afraid of taking any 
chances in regard to the dams, are put­ 
ting themselves in position to take a 
great many more chances in another direc­ 
tion. 
For unless dams are built this 
sim m er all the decisions of all the 
Courts between San Francisco and Wash­ 
ington cannot affect the probability that 
a wet winter will bring down enough 
debris to cover up Marysville and to de­ 
stroy the farms of the leading members of 
the Anti-Debris Association. 
It is no 
doubt possible that the dams proposed may 
prove les3 effective than is hoped. Bat 
there is no room for doubt as to the fact 
that if no dams are buik the people of the 
\ alley will be exposed to great danger 
next w inter; 
that 
they are taking 
“ chances" infinitely great, on that side, 
compared to those which alarm our con­ 
temporary of the Sun so much, on the 
dam question. This is a practical ques­ 
tion, and it is also a pressing one. The 
decision of -Judge Temple by itself cannot 
protect the valley lands duriDg the coming 
rainy season. That is the first point to be 
reflected upon. If therefore a blind oppo­ 
sition to the construction of any restrain­ 
ing works this summer is exhibited by 
the Valley, and if that opposition is suc­ 
cessful, it will result in preventing the 
erection of any dams, and so the Valley- 
wili be kept altogether without protection 
when the rains como. W e are sure that 
the farmers will not assert that that is a 
safe situation to look forward to. Yet if 
w*e were to judge from such papers as the 
Marysville Appeal, we should be forced to 
tho conclusion that the people of that town 
and the surrounding country were par­ 
ticularly anxious to bo deprived of all de­ 
fenses against a season of high water. 
Anti-Debris Conventions, political tom­ 
tom beating, paesing of resolutions, choos­ 
ing of candidates, are all utterly powerless 
to protect the Valley as the case stands. 
Litigation, injunctions, suits, are equally 
unavailing. Each and all of these methods 
of recourse are a9 idle as beating the air 
against the debris now in the upper river 
channels, and only waiting the rains to 
come down upon the Valley. Now we say 
that it ia the first duty of the Valley to 
guard against this danger, and that it can­ 
not be guarded against if the Valley people 
set their faces against compromise. The 
course which the Marysville Appeal repre­ 
sents is one which may easily entail ruin 
upon its patrons, hut w hich never can set­ 
tle the question. The Colnsa Sun speaks 
the truth when it says that “ the Temple 
“ decision is not everything for our side.” 
That decision Í9, as we have said before, a 
compromise decision. If, therefore, it is to 
be accepted by the Valley as the basis of 
its future action, it must be accepted on 
the distinct understanding that it looks to 
compromise. 
Again, the apprehensions 
expressed by our contemporaries as to the 
efficiency of the dams, are unreasonable. 
They seem to think that the miners may 
get them to accept some very ineffective 
kind of restraining works, and that in to 
doing they will have lost their rights before 
the law. But this is a perfectly» vain fear. 
Nothing hut actual experiment can demon­ 
strate the effectiveness of the dams, and if 
they fail to perform the work expected of 
them, all tho rights of tho Valley» will in­ 
stantly revive, and among others the right 
to stop the working of the hydraulic mines. 
It is really the miners who must take 
the chances, not the farmers. The miners 
are to construct dams on the condition that 
i f they are effective—and only in that 
event— they shall be allowed to resume 
w»ork. They may spend hundreds of thou­ 
sands of dollars on the works, and then 
the damB may prove ineffective. In such a 
case they w'ould have lost their money, and 
they would not be able to resnme work. It 
is they, therefore, who must take the 
chances, and not the Valley people. 
The latter in fact have no reason to fear 
the dam proposition. It can hold only if 
it affords them the complete protection 
Judge Temple has decided to be their right 
under the law. If it fails the miners must 
stop working. But for the immediate pro­ 
tection of the Valley it is certain that re­ 
straining works are absolutely required, 
and unless some such works are built this 
summer, next winter may inflict greater in­ 
jury than any preceding one upon the 
farmers. That consideration wc assert to 
be the paramount one at this moment. All 
others must be subordinated to it. And 
since the farmers have nothing to lose and 
very much to gain by agreeing to the im ­ 
mediate prosecution of the dam system, 
they will be certainly ill-advised and very 
unfaithful to their own nearest interests if 
they do not drop the nonsensical talk about 
compromise being treason, and apply them- 
eelves, like practical men of shrewd com- 
monsense, to the plain requirements of the 
situation.

THE STATE 
AND 
NATIONAL BOARDS 
OF HEALTH. 


There has arisen an unpleasant clash 
botwuea tho State and Federal Govern­ 
ments in relation to the establishment 
of Quarantine grounds at San Francisco 
I he last State Legislature by joint reaohr- 
tion requested the Executive to appoint a 
Committee of the State Board of Health, 
to investigate the subject, to select a snit- 
able site, to revise the quarantine laws, to 
make such other lecommendations as might 
appear desirable, aud to report to this 


Legislature at its next session. In accord­ 
ance with thiB request the Governor ap­ 
pointed a Committee from the Board ot 
Health, and this committee had made 
preparations to begin its work in August of 
this year, so as to be rea iy to report to the 
Legislature next January. 
But the Na­ 
tional Board of Health, a body organized 
Ly Act of Congress, and charged with 
very broad powers, in the meantime stole 
a march upon the State Board of Health. 
W ithout apparently taking any steps to 
ascertain whether the State government 
had proposed or had any action in the 
premise?, but moved by the report of in­ 
humanity and reckicE8ne?s on the part of 
the San Francisco authorities in the Al- 
tonower case, the National Board has 
undertaken to determine the whole matter 
at once, and has already dispatched a com­ 
mittee to examine the harbor of San Fran­ 
cisco select a site for a Quarantine Ground, 
and make all the necessary prepara­ 
tions. 
Of course the State Board of 
Health is 
very much 
put out at 
being thus supplanted, but we do not see 
that the situation affords much opportun­ 
ity for resistance. It is undeniable that 
the case of the Altonower was most scan­ 
dalous. Small pox having been discovered, 
or alleged to have been discovered, on a 
ship crowded with passengers, all those 
human beings were thrust into quarantine 
together and kept there, almost as if with 
the avowed purpose of exposing them all 
to the disease and to death. It cannot be 
considered surprising that this abominable 
deed should have excited indignation at 
Washington, or wherever the anti-Chinese 
mania has not blinded or brutalized men. 
Of course the State Board of Health was 
in no way responsible for the action of the 
San Frauciaco authorities, but it has suf­ 
fered from that action, and under the cir­ 
cumstances we cannot perceive that the 
State has any just cause of complaint. If 
a State neglects the duty of establishing 
proper and humane and civilized quaran­ 
tine regulations, the Federal Government 
has a right to undertake the work. That 
is what has been done in this case, and 
however unpleasant the outcome may be 
to the State Board of Health, it must hold 
the San Francisco authorities, and not the 
National Board of Health, responsible. 


ROBESON’S REVOLVER. 
It is said that when Kobeson delivered 
his blackguard speech against Whitthorne 
the other day, he had a revolver in his 
pocket, and that he had determined to 
shoot W hitthorne if the latter offered to 
assault him. If this story is true, it shows 
that Robeson is a worse man than even 
his public career had indicated, and that 
Í3 saying a great deal. For it is notorious 
that Whitthorne had said nothing concerning 
Robeson’s naval administration which was 
not strictly and entirely true. The plain 
fact is that Robeson’s naval administration 
compares with no other modern event 
than Tweed’s municipal administration. 
It was a season of rampant, shameless, 
colossal fraud, peculation and corruption. 
Nobody who knows anything of his 
public life can believe Robeson to be other 
than a most corrupt man, and inasmuch as 
his impudent corruption has literally de­ 
stroyed the American navy, we can con­ 
ceive of no criminal who deserves public 
execration more thoroughly than he. Yet 
this venal creature had the audacity to plot 
the assassination of a member of Congress 
whose only offense is that as Chairman of 
an Investigating Committee he exposed 
Robeson’s maladministration, and proved 
the venality and corruptness of him and 
his parasites. Had he, indeed, murdered 
his accuser on the floor of the House, it is 
to be hoped that Congress would for once 
have risen to the level of the occasion, and 
hanged him to ttie front of the Capitol.

SAN FRANCISCO NEWS. 
At the meeting of the Executive and 
Advisory Committees of the League of 
Deliverance,the question of boycotting cer­ 
tain newspapers by inducing advertisers to 
cease patronage of such was discussed. 
Several charges were made against boot 
and shoe dealers wlto had violated their 
pledge by purchasing Chinese goods, and 
were referred to the executive officers for 
investigation and action. An entire can­ 
vass of the boot and shoe retail dealers 
will be made during the ensuing week, 
when it is proposed that only white labor 
employers and such dealers as will act in 
good faith will be invited to come together 
for the purpose of establishing a definite 
plan of action. 
On the evening of the 12th instant, while 
William Sandall, a saloonkeeper at No. 1G 
Clay street, was walking on Sacramento 
street, he was approached by a man who 
inquired, “ Is this Oregon street?” and at 
the same time threw some sand in his 
eyes and grabbed and ran off with his 
watch. From the description given the 
police by Sandall of his assailant, he was 
thought to have been none other than that 
notorious criminal W illiam Cloonen, alias 
Scarfaced Donovan, and on Friday last 
officers G. D. Harper and Bryan arrested 
Cioouen in his room, at No. 8 Commercial 
street. Yesterday the prisoner was fully 
ideutitied by Sandall and charged with 
robbery. Cloonen has an unenviable rec­ 
ord, having in 1808 served a term of three 
months for petit larceny. May 18, I860, 
he was sent across the bay for six and one- 
fourth years for robbery, and returned to 
the State penal institution July 17. 1875, 
for five years, haviug been engaged in the 
“ Elaine ” burglary. 


Sm allpox 
in 
Colusa County.—The 
Woodland Democrat says : “ Henry L^hse, an 
old resident of Colu»a connty, living a few 
miles this side of Germantown, died on Sun­ 
day morning last from confluent small-pox, 
contracted, it is believed, from Chinese. The 
house and neighborhood was quarantined, 
but all signs and notices have hesn tern dowr, 
and fears are expressed that the disease may 
spread. This is a notification to our Board 
of Health to look to the town’s welfare, and 
wa would urge the Town Trustees to order a 
thorough inspection of Chinatown and re­ 
quire sanitary measures. Thousands of Chi­ 
nese have recently been disembarked from 
small-pox infested Chinese steamers, and as 
these Chinese are beirg scattered all over the 
country, these precautions are not untimely. 
This last case is too near home to be passed 
without notice, and we hopa our words will 
be heeded.”

C in c in n a ti, July 17th.—The arrival of 
250 Jewish liun?ian refugees Saturday, sent 
here in a starving condition and without a 
word of notice to the Jowieh Relief Commit­ 
tee of this city, created considerable indigna­ 
tion among the Israelites, who have cabled 
the relief committees in London and Ham­ 
burg to send no more here. In the mean­ 
time the most vigorous measures were taken 
for the relief of the immediate nfceesities of 
the refugees, and to secure permanent homes 
and employment for them. Two thousand 
dollars in cash has already been subscribed, 
and a soliciting committee has beeu appointed 
13 collect more.

New Y o rk , July 17th.—Before 7 o'clock 
this evening tbe vi.ioity »*f Madison Square 
Garden w is a perfect ocean of humanity, 
gathered there attracted ly the announce­ 
ment that within the walls of the garden 
Sullivan, champion of America, and Tug 
Wilson, champion of England, would have a 
glove fight In the canter of the building 
was a 14-foot ring, five feet abjve the fl >or. 
At half past 7 at least 12.000 people were in 
the garden, and hari an hour later the num­ 
ber had grown to 15,000 or 16.000. At about 
8:15 Harry Hill appeared in the ring, accom­ 
panied by Harry Evans and Tommy Cook, 
two English boxers, who gave a rattling 
set-to of three rounds. Two local boxers then 
engaged the attention of the crowd for a 
few minutes. At 9:38 W il.on and Sullivan, 
the first accompanied by Arthur Chambers 
and George Holden, and the latter by Billy 
Madcten and Joe Goss, appeared in the ring. 
The vast mass of people rose and cheered, 
and seemed wild with delLht. Betting at 
this time stood $100 to $75 in favor of the 
American. B >th men stripped to tha waist. 
Harry Hill was chosen referee. The condi­ 
tions of the fight announced tbat there were 
four rounds to be fought under the Marquis of 
Cjueeriibury rules of three minutes each, one 
minute rest, aud ten seconds, in case of a knock 
down, for tho fallen man to get up. If Wil- 
hod should fight four rounds Sullivan engaged 
to pay him $1,000 and half the gate mon**y. 
Wilson, holding $1,000 in his gloved hand, 
stepped to where Sullivan sat and cffered lo 
bet that amount tbat he would not be 
knocked out of time. Sullivan declined the 
offer, sayirg there was already enough money 
on the match. At 9:40 Harry Hill called 
time, when both men came in full view. 
Sullivan Heemed to tower above hi? adversary. 
Wilson haa the perfect frame of a fighter. 
His body is stout, legs short and arms power­ 
ful, although be is not high, as compared to 
Sullivan’.* magnificent physique. Sullivan 
weighed 190 pounds, Wilson 160. 
The 
Englishman, although manifestly no match 
for hi? powerful opponent, showed himself 
full of pluck and made a game fight. He 
stood tne p inishment inflicted by Sullivan, 
and, although knocked down twenty-seven 
times, fought against hope aod pummelled and 
hammered in every conceivable manner. He 
managed to stand out for the four rounds and 
won 81 000 and hie share of gate money. He 
showed great cunning in each round. He 
would endeavor to catch rcuad the neck aLd 
hold by.the arms in a luck grip. The object 
w h s to prevent punishment during the con­ 
tinúan' c of the íouad, and hold hi* antag­ 
onist until time was up. When he found 
himself ur.able to do this, he would Flip 
down, and then slowly risirg warily watch 
Sullivan, who wa* on the alert to catch him. 
He was very .quirk to dodge, and thus avoided 
several terrific blow?, such as would have 
knocked a horse over. 
Round 1—Wilson leading, planted a 
light blow on Sullivan's face. The latter then 
went at th* Englishman viciously, and nine 
times in succession knocked him down. He 
fought him all over the ring and on the ropes, 
planting stinging blows on the face and neck. 
Round 2—This round was a repetition of 
the first rouud, only that Wilson, instead of 
leading, was on ihe defensive. Sullivan 
punched in hammer and tong?, and landed 
Wilson out eight times. Wilson always 
managed to regain his feet before the expira­ 
tion of teu seconds. He succeeded in getting 
one or two blows in on Sullivan, and when 
knocked down once or twice drew Sullivan 
on top of him. 
Round 3—This was a desperate one. Sul­ 
livan’s teeth clenched, aud be rushed at 
Wilson and knocked him against the ropes 
and all over the ring, tho little Eagliehtuan 
standing up grittily and receiving ttrribie 
slugging puniihment. Once iu a while be 
i/Aintd a lew seconds by ciinchiug aud hold­ 
ing Sullivao’s arm.*, but it was for a very few 
seconds only. Iu this round he was knocked 
down five times. 
Round 4—This round b&ing the final one 
and the settler c f the contest, the people be­ 
came greatly excited, abandoned their scat? 
and massed themselves about ths ring. Sulli­ 
van was angry. The battle thus far, so far 
as the stakes were concerned, was ia favor 
of Wilson. 
Time being called, Sullivan 
f«irly leaped at Wilson. He pounded and 
hammered the Englishman, and kuocked him 
clean i if his feet five times more, but the lit­ 
tle fellow» pluckily stuck to his job, receiviog 
all the puulahment Sullivan could administer 
until four minutes had expired, and the fight 
was declared at an end. 
Sullivan and Wilson afterwards met at 
Harry Hills, when Sullivan paid over the 
$1,000 to Wilson, Fully 15,000 people out­ 
side the building kept a large police force 
busy.

A lex an d ria, July^ 17th.—Admiral Sey­ 
mour ha? issued a manifesto, announcing that 
he ha* undertaken, with the consent of the 
Egyptian Government, the restoration cf or­ 
der. No one is allowed to leave the town 
after sunset. 
A GLIMPdE OF THE REIGN OF TERROR. 
During the massacre the soldiers set fire to 
the house of a timber merchant. His maid­ 
servant escaped to the garden, where she re- 
inaioed eurrouuded by the fire, and the 
Egyptian soldiers laughiog at her agony ard 
firing at her, but purpoeely avoiding inflict­ 
ing a fatal injury, preferricg to sec her burn 
to death. Finally, she rushed through the 
flames, aud though wcueded by bayonet 
thrust?, she succeeded in securing refuge in 
the ruins, where sic wa? discovered tó-day 
by the marinee, and handed over to the 
Americans. 
During the alarm Saturday uight 150 
Bedouins, at the Gibaniz gate, fled before 
the attack of two midshipmen and tw&lve 
sailors. 
General Stoae rode yesterday afternoon six 
miles in the direction of Arabi Pasha’s camp, 
but saw nothing of his army. 
The Khedive has received notice that a 
large number of Bsdouics have collected 
three miles from the Railway gate, which is 
opposite a weak point in our defenses. 
Lieutenant Jackson, who wa? wounded in 
the attack* on the forts, is dead. 
Four eailors and two cf tho Khedive’s 
body-guard rode to Kaffrel-Demar (uorth of 
Alexandria) last night, an 1 reconnoitred 
Arabi’s out-posts. 
Taul Pasha, Military Commander at Alex­ 
andria, is said to have personally engaged in 
looting and arson. 
Troops from the troop-ship Temeraire are 
disembarking, and will rake the total British 
force ashore to 6,000 men. 
The w’ar-atearneT Helicon has intercepted 
two regiments goirg to Port Faid from Cy­ 
prus, and ordered them to Alexandria. 
The Egyptian Gazette was published to-day. 
It i? a native newspaper, started under the 
control of tha British authorities. 
The party of sailors and membe:? of the 
Khedive’s guaid, previously referred to, pen­ 
etrated to within 300 yard? of Arabi Pasha’s 
lines. They ' found the reports concerning 
the proximity of Bedouins to be untrue. 
DEPARTURES FROM CAIRO. 
R ome, July 17th.—A telegram* from Cairo 
sayB : Seven hundred and fifty Europeans, 
mostly Italians, with the Italian Consul and 
an escort of forty soldiers, left Saturday. 
The German residents and German Consul 
left Friday. Both parties arrived safely at 
Ishmalia. 
RUMORED MASSACRE. 
The telegram adds that a panic prevails in 
Providence, and mentions a report that the 
Europeans had been massacred. 
REFUGEES AT PORT SAID.- 
P ort Sa id , July 17th.—There are an im­ 
mense number of refugees here. 
Many 
women and children are expected to-day. 
The Europeans are imperfectly armed with 
revolvers and sporting Runs. They Jear that 
they will be attacked by a large force of lte- 
douins, which, it is stated, are as embled iu 
the desert. There al.-o are 1,500 Arab» at 
Forty Guelmi, eix miles hence, throwing up 
earthworks. Three British, four French, two 
Italian and one Spanish men-of-war arc iu 
the harbor. The Governor i? loyal to the 
Khedive, but the Egyptian Colonel who com­ 
mands 250 men here i? suspected. 
ACKNOWLEDGED HIS 3! I STAKE. 
L ondon, July 17th.—In the House of 
Commons this evening. Dilke,Under Foreign 
Secretar}», stated that he found ho bad gon? 
too far in Btating thatt irrmapy had expressed 
approval of tha bombardment of Alexandria 
Tiiis declaration was made in consequence of 
unofficial contradictions of his statement to 
that effect published at Berlin and Vienna. 
BRINGING ORDER OUT OK CHAOS. 
A lex an d ria, July 17th.—The Interna­ 
tional Tribunal and Postoffice have bee»i rein- 
btated. Dae hotel is opened, and victuals are 
arriving from the country. The streets, from 
the Custom-house to the Grand Sqn&ro, are 
cleared of ruius and made passable for car­ 
riages. The dangerous houseB have been de­ 
molished with dynamite. 
It i? reported that two British sentries were 
shot iftht night J)y Avabs armed with Reming­ 
ton rifles. 
During the reconnoissance yesterday Arabi’s 
troops were found intrenched, but seemed to 
lack proper implements. 
ARABI PASHA GOING IU*ALONE. 
A lex an d ria, July 17th.—Ilagieb Pasha, 
President of the Ministry of Turkey, wrote 
a tetter to Seymour, stating that the prepara­ 
tion? which Arabi is making are against the 
will of the Khedive and the Government; 
that Arabi Pasha had been ordered to sus­ 
pend them ; that the Khedive had decided to 
dismiss him, but that the danger of a repeti­ 
tion at Cairo and elsewhere of the fatal dis­ 
asters in Alexandria have induced the Khe­ 
dive to temporarily defer tho publication of 
his decision. 
JOHN RRIGHT’9 RESIGNATION. 
L ondon, July 17ch.—In the House of 
Commons to day, John Bright, referring to 
his resignation, stated that he had nothing to 
explain or defend. The sole reason for his 
retirement was that lie could not concur in 
the Government’s Egyptian policy. 
He 
could not consistently approve the proceed­ 
ings at Alexandria. He believed the moral 
law- applied to nations as well as to indi­ 
viduals, and that the proceedings he dis­ 
approved were a violation thereof and of 
international law. If he had not sooner re­ 
tired, it was because of his regard for Glad­ 
stone and his colleagues. In a disagreement 
eo fundamental, he would have either had to 
submit to measures he tntirrly condemned, or 
been in constant conflict with his colleague. 
Gladstone brit-fly and highly eulogized 
Bright. He said he agreed with his princi­ 
ples, but not with his application of them, 
ARABI WRITES TO THE KHEDIVE. 
A lex a n d ria, July 17th.—Arabi Pasha’s 
army is strongly posted. 
All the Bedouins lately hovering around 
the city have disappeared. * 
Arabi Pasha has written in reply to the 
Khedive’s demands a long letter, which tho 
Khedive declares unsatisfactory. Arab} say* 
ho did not intend to make war, hut as the 
Powers are determined to force the attack, 
ho considers it better to fight at npce. He 
expresses a willingness to come to Alexan­ 
dria if the Khedive will induce the English 
fleet and troops to withdraw. If tho Khe­ 
dive cannot do this, Arabi recommend» him 
to send a Minister to his camp to disou-s the 
situation. 
SEVERE EXAMPLES. 
A lex a n d ria, July 17th.—Several Arabs 
were killed last night for incendiarism. 
Three of the Khedive’s groom» were killed 
by the English guard at Ros-el-tin Palace by 
mistake. 
An Arab soldier wa? tied to a tree in the 
square of Mehrnet Ali and shot, in the pres­ 
ence of Aral ? and Europeans. Despite these 
severe examples, the pillaging continues. 
The fear? of an outbreak of natives in 
Ga io are increasing. 
READY FOB WORK. 
A lex an d ria, July 17th—6:30 r. M.—This 
morning the «ailors drew up close to their 
Gatliog guns and the marine? were ordered to 
get ready for an attack. Some scouts sent 
word that Arabi Pasha was coming. The 
English sailor? communicated with the 
Americans, and asked them to get ready and 
be prepared on bearing the alert sounded. 
The seamen at tbe Palace of Justice and 
American Consulate prepared, and having 
got all their am munición ready, waited the 
signal. They waited until 9 o’clock, when 
they heard that the alarm was fatee. 
Plenty of mules have been landed for the 
field batterie?, which have also been landed, 
s > that our force is ready to move at a mo­ 
ment’s notice. 
A large number of people are returnirg 
ashore.

LOCAL ¡NTELLíGENíGE. 


TWO FIRES THIS MORNING. 
At 1*2:30 tkis morning the night patrol in 
the Western Hotel, ia making his half hour 
rounds, smelled fire in one of the halls. A 
still alarm was given, and the fire brigade of 
the hotel at once called out. Mr. I.and 
traced the smoke to a given room, burst in 
the door, and feu ad that a lodger had, by 
dropping a lighted cigarette, set fire to his 
bed. The man was palled out et his bed in 
time to save him from tnffocati >n. Another 
lodger in the same roam coaid with great dif­ 
ficulty be roused up. 
One bed, and all the 
bedding, was burned, and the room badly 
blackened. The excellent arrangement of the 
house fire system prevented a roc Migration, 
and saved a fino building from serious 
d kin age. 
At 1:30 this morning a R ecord I'.most 
representative dircovered the smell of fire in 
the air at Third and K streets. He traced it 
to Second and K, and thence along Second 
street to L, and between Second and Third 
f mod the street full of smoke and the w irnen 
from the houses in that quarter running in 
the street searching for tne fire. Word by 
thia time had reached Engine House 
No. 1, and mea of that company came 
over, 
and 
the search 
for the 
tire 
continuad 
for 
some 
ten 
minute* 
under the sidewalks and in and out of the 
botines on the north side of the street. Pres­ 
ently the smoke was found to bo growing 
denser on the south side. The rep rter burst 
iu the door if No. 212 L street.*a bawdy- 
house kept by " Lteaf Kate, ' the building 
being owned by Amariah Johnson. Search 
was made, and a room up stairs burst in, and 
from it burst flames that drove out the crowd 
and scorched officer Jackson about the face. 
In a ftw seconds the whole rear of the 
house was in ti *roea. The tire depart­ 
ment was promptly on hand and extio- 
guiihed the fire by thoroughly drenchirg the 
house. The loes car. be only estimated. To 
the houoc it is probably $300, to the personal 
property probably $500, and the whole is 
coveted by insurance. 
When the tire was 
discovered the hooae was fully lighted up, 
and coal oil lamps were burning in if, but it 
was locked and the inmates were all absent. 
In one of the lower rear rooms, when the 
reporter entered, a lamp w¿;s overturned on 
the floor and the carpet in a blaze. 
Y esterday’s F ir e—About 5 a. m. yester­ 
day au alarm of fire was sounded from box 
31, which is located at Third and J fctreete. 
The Department was on hand with their 
usual promptness, and soon had put out what 
at first threatened to bo an extensive con­ 
flagration. The flames w«re first seen issuing 
through the roof of a bonse occupied by 
Chinese on the s uth ei ’e of I street, between 
Third auil Fourth. One building, the prop­ 
erty of lieorce Rider, was entirely destroyed. 
Loss, about $1,300 ; insurance, $500. Rider’s 
building was occupied by several Chinese 
firma. Their stock of goods and wares was 
a total loss, upon which there was no insur­ 
ance. The fire, it appears, originated in the 
basement of the building. It had been burn­ 
ing for somo time before it was discovered. 
On both sides of the building destroxei are 
brick structure?. The interior of these build- 
iogs caught on lire and burned considerably. 
A China store in one of the brick buildings 
suffered considerably. The lorn on stock will 
foot up $1,500, which ia covered with insur­ 
ance. Mrs. Myers' house was damaged abont 
$250; no insurance. 
Attempted Sake Robbing.—An attempt 
wjs made on last Saturday night to rob the 
safe in the grocery of T. H. Cook & Co., at 
the northeast corner of Eighth and J streets. 
An entrance to the premises was made by 
cutting away a brick wall under tbe sidewalk 
between the grocery and the next lot to the 
north. From under the sidewalk they en­ 
tered the basement, and then the main fl >or 
by a stairway. After breakit g into a cash 
drawer in the rear of the counter and 
taking about $11 from it, they addressed 
themselves to the safe. Four holes abtut 
one-fourth of an inch in diameter ware diillad 
through the outer part of the safe door, when 
it appears that either morning had arrived or 
they were otherwise frightened away, as full 
preparations had been made to blow open the 
safe, and considerable powder w.x* found 
upon the floor when a member of the firm 
went in on Sunday morning. Tbe tools used 
by the burglars were also lying ecattered 
about the office flx»r immediately by. No 
clue to the offending parties has as yet been 
obtained. 
P olice Court.—The following business 
w«g transact ;d in the Police Court yesterday: 
ÍÑmer Stevenson, a drunk, was sentenced to 
pay a fine of $3, or serve three days ia the city 
priscn. 
Thomas McDonald, who had a 
charge of drunk written opposite bis name, 
failed to put in an appearance, and his de­ 
posit was declared forfeited.

Judge”—and was sentenced to servd three 
days in the city prison. Mrs. Larcener, who 
has figured extensively in the Police Court 
f »r several months past, and who was sect to 
the County Hospital a short time tince, was 
convicted of disturbing the peace, and will 
receive her sentence this morning. Lawrence 
Roach, disturbing the peace, continued to 
July 18th. Sarah Tafe was tried and found 
guilty of misdemeanor. She was ordered to 
appear for sentence thie morning. 
Received T heir Insurance.—N. E. 
White, Secretary of Friendship Council of 
the Order of Chosen Friends of this city, has 
received from A. Alcon, the Supreme Coun­ 
cillor at Indianapolis, a wan ant cm the 
Treasurer, Emil Kennedy, for $3.000, the 
amount of the life insurance policy held by 
the late James Lansing in favor of hia chil­ 
dren. Mr. Lansing wa3 the chief officer of 
Friendship Council at the time of his death. 
He had been a member but a short time 
and had paid but one asseFsmeut. The 
Order of Chosen Friends receives ladies on 
the same terms as gentlemen. Friendship 
Council, although only established in Febru­ 
ary last, now numbers 100 members.

M ission S an J ose, J 11I7 17th.—The cor­ 
ner-stone of the new Catholic Seminary, for 
the education of priests, was laid yesterday 
in this place by Bishop Alemany, assisted by 
a number of priests. The ceremonies were 
witnessed by a large crowd of people. 
Tlic Man w ith a B roken > kull. 
T rcckbe, July 17th.—The man William 
Roslof, who was struck by officer Reed with 
a stone, which fractured his skull, is slowly 
improving, and Dr. Curíese, his physician, 
has hopes of his recovery. It now appears 
from Rcslof’s statement that he was traveling 
to the Eastern States and that somewhere be­ 
tween Sacramento and Truckee he was 
drugged, robbed of all his money, amounting 
to $<’>00, and his railroad ticket.

A Lonely D eath-D em ocratic Note*. 
F resno, July 17th.—John Foster, an in­ 
fluential citizen and a prominent wool-grower, 
was found dead in tho mountains about ninety 
miles east cf hereon Friday. He had been 
dead four or five days, and evidently died 
from epilepsy. The news was brought to his 
family at this place yesterday, and messen­ 
gers have been sent out to secure the body.

The L aundry Q uestion at Nevada City. 
N evada, July 17th.—About two weeks 
ago all the Chinese laundries in this city sus­ 
pended operations in this citv rather than 
pay the increased license of $30 per quarter 
recently levied by the City Trustees. To-day 
two of the laundries started up sgain, but it 
is the intention of the owners to remove be­ 
yond the city limits in a few days. Two or 
three Chinese wash-houses have already been 
started outside of the town. 
BI«a»trons F ire In Y uba C ounfy. 
Sm artsville, July 17th.—At 11:20 A. m. 
Smith's Hotel was discovered to be on fire. 
The flames spread rapidly to the adjoining 
buildings, and for a while it looked as if the 
entire village would be destroyed. The citi­ 
zens worked with almost superhuman efforts, 
and finally succeeded in getting the fire under 
control.

D eputy Secretary of Stale Reynold*» 
Robbed by a H ighw aym an. 
A uburn. July 17th.—Early this morning 
Thomas H. Reynolds. ex-County Clerk, of 
San Francisco, now Deputy Secretary of 
State, was stopped by one masked man cn 
North Fork Hill, abm t nine miles from Au­ 
burn, and robbed of about $50. Reynolds 
was coming down alone on a buckboard, hav­ 
ing with him a valise which contained about 
thirty-six ounces cf gold dust. The robber 
examined this, but did not opea or take it. 
Mr. Reynolds feared that he would be de­ 
tained here as a witness, and did not inform 
the offic re. As soon as the Sheriff heard 
from others of the incident, two deputies left 
for the scene of the robbery, and report hav­ 
ing found tiers of & picketed horse near the 
place, and that a man on horseback passed 
up the road shortly after the robbery took 
place. No arrests have so far been made. 
.1 C onductor K illed T hrough Carelew ncM . 
B akersfield, July 17th. — William A. 
Mencbio, conductor on a freight train, was 
fatally hurt at Caliente between the hours of 
1 and 2 A. M. to-day. The drawhead which 
attaches the cars to the engine gave way, and 
he was fitting iu another, wheu the care 
backed suddenly upon him, and drove the 
heavy iron pin through his bedy. He leaves 
a wife and two youag children at Sumner, to 
whom he w*as immediately brought, hut he 
died as soon as hi arrived, at 3 A. M. He 
was a native of Wood*tock, Canada, aged 37 
years. The verdict of the Coroner’s jury 
was that he caire to his death through the 
carelessness of the brakesman, J. S. Spencer, 
and a warrant has been issued for his arrest.

Tombstone, July 17th.—Albert G. Young, 
an old man 67 years of age, shot and instant­ 
ly killed William Burner, two miles from 
town last night. The men were partners in 
a vegetable ranch two and one-half miles 
from town, and quarreled over a cock-fight 
which they were both interested in on Sun­ 
day. Bobier was a few years younger than 
Young, and was the aggressor. The Coro­ 
ner’s jury exonerated Young from all blame. 
John Ringgold, one of the be3t-kn*»wn men 
of southwestern Arizona, was found dead at 
Morse’s canyon, in the Chihuahua mountains, 
last Friday. He evidently committed sui­ 
cide. He was known in this section as 
" King of the Cowboys.” He was fearless in 
the extreme, and had many stanch friends 
and bitter enemies. The pistol, with one 
chamber emptied, was found in his clenched 
fist. He shot himself in the head, the bullet 
entering on the right side, between the eye 
and the ear, and coming out at the top of the 
head.

795 passengers. 
Including these passengers, 
24,290 coolies have been landed at this port 
since the 1st of last January. Another 
tramp, the Triumph, is now due here with 
another cargo of coolies. 
A nnual R eport of the C oroner. 
San F rancisco, July 17th. — Coroner 
Weeks has prepared his annual report, from 
which the following information is taken: 
The number of deaths reported, autopsies 
made and inquests held shows a large increase 
in the work performed by the office in com­ 
parison with that of last year. The total 
number of deaths reported was 406, an aver­ 
age of 33 83 per month, and, in number, GO 
more than the preceding year. Autopsies 
were held in 201 cases, an average of 16.75 
per month, an increase of 26 from last year. 
There have been 196 inquests held, an in­ 
crease of 32 from last year, an average pf 
16 33 per month in contrast with 13.5 the 
year previous. The highest number of au­ 
topsies held was in June last, when 38 were 
held, and the lowest in January, 23. 
A nnual M eeting of th e Tnlon C om oll- 
«lated llln ln g C om pany. 
San F rancisco, July 17th.—At the Union 
Consolidated annual meeting this afternoon 
76,730 shares were represented. ^ The follow­ 
ing Directors were elected: Robert Sher­ 
wood, C. H. Fish, L. P. Drexler, C. O’Con­ 
nor and W. S. Hobart. A Directors’ meet­ 
ing is called for to-morrow morning for the 
election of officers. 
A nother Dum m y A ccident. 
San F rancisco, July 17th.—About 10 
o’clock this morning, as one of the dummies 
of the Geary-street Cable Road was about to 
run on the turu-table, at Kearny street, the 
cable Buddenlj snapped in two. The dummy 
was brought to a sudden stand-still by the 
break, and a little girl, whose name could not 
be learned, was thrown violently forward, 
striking the front guard of the platform with 
her face, which was slightly cut and bruised. 
She was taken home by her mother, who was 
with her at the time. The train was in 
charge of Conductor Erickson. The alleged 
cause of tho accident is the non-removal of 
the grip as the dummy ran cn the turn-table. 
The engineer, James Scott, states that the 
grip was removed from tbe cable at the 
switch, some distance above Kearny street. 
He has been in the employ of the company 
only a short time. 
Tlic M unicipal E lection Q uestion—W rit 
o f M andate G ranted. 
San Francisco, July 17th.—To-day the 
Sup rsme Court granted John Stroude’s ap­ 
plication for a writ of mandate, commanding 
the Board of Election Commissionf rs to pre­ 
pare for the election of municipal officers. 
The petition claimed that under the Act ot 
March, 1881, ail municipal officers were to be 
elected on the first Tuesday after the first 
Monday in November, 1882. He further al­ 
leges that the Board of Election Commission­ 
ers, believing no provision existed for a mu­ 
nicipal election on the 7th of November, re­ 
fused to make preparation therefor, and un­ 
less the Supreme Court ordered otherwise, 
the voters of the city and county of San 
Francieco would be deprived of their consti­ 
tutional right to elect municipal officers. As 
the question was one of great public im­ 
portance, the petition asked the Conrt to 
take speedy action. The writ was made re­ 
turnable on the 7th day of August, before 
the Court in bank. 
A Test R ailroad Case. 
San Francisco. July 17th.—In the United 
States Circuit Court to-day, before Justices 
Field and Sawyer, counsel argued a motion 
of plaintiff in the case of the County of San 
Mateo v«. the Southern Pacific Railroad 
Company, to have the can«e remanded to the 
Superior Court of San Mateo county to be 
tried.

G overnm ent for a perm it to establish a line 
of tu g steam ers in M agellan's «Straits.

is believed sailing vessels would w illingly 
em ploy the tugs in preference to going 
r >und Cape H orn, w h ilst their services 
would be of great value in opening up the 
resources of Patagonia and Terre del Fuego. 
The C hilean authorities have given a 
w ritten prom ise to the Bolivian Govern­ 
m ent and to th e authorities in Arequipa 
th at the troops landed at M oliendo w ill not 
take active 
steps against the Peruvians 
unless th ey an; first attacked. 


P E Itr AND ETUADOR. 
General Lynch has issued a decree at 
Lima perm itting com m unication w ith ail 
the northern ports w hich have been closed 
to commerce since March last, when the 
fever epidem ic was at its hight. 
A shocking infanticidal m ania is reported 
to have broken out at Pisagua, where nine 
wom en are under arrest accused, on the 
clearest evidence, of having strangled nine 
children of different ages. 
The children 
were all murdered in different parts of the 
“ pampas," or barren districts, which are 
po general in th at part of Peru. 
The President of Chile advocates the im ­ 
m ediate annexation of Tarapaca. 
Both for­ 
eigners aud Chileans support th e measure. 
There are but few Peruvians there. 
Some 
own and work nitrate properties, and, as 
they have capital at stake, th ey cannot 
avoid desiring annexation. 
Five m en have been lynched by the peo* 
pie at the Galapagos Islands. 
T hey had 
determ ined to plunder the inhabitants, but 
the latter turned th e tables on them . 
The 
islands are sparsely inhabited, and as no 
soldiers are m aintained there by the Equa- 
dorian G overnm ent, crim es have frequently 
been com m itted by bands of outlaw s. 
The 
G uayaquil papers dem and the establish­ 
m ent of a m ilitary post on th e islands. 


BOLIVIA. 
• 


N ew s has been received from Tarija of 
the m assacre of a French scientific explor­ 
ing expedition on the banks of the Pilco- 
m ayo. T he canoes containing the explorers 
were attack ed by a mob of Tobas Indians, 
and all th e party were killed. 
It nuin* 
bered fifteen persons, four of whom were 
Frenchm en, Ju les Crevaux, Loia B ittet, 
Ernest Haurafc, Lean Dem igron, tw o Ar­ 
gentin es and nine Bolivians. 
T hey left 
U m iste on April 15th, in three launches, 
and succeeded iu reaching T eyo, the capi­ 
tal of Tobas, and there met their death. 
C ongress has been convoked to m eet in 
La Paz on A ugust Sfch. 
The peace party 
is augm enting in power and influence, but 
th e G overnm ent appears undecided as to 
the course to be pursued. 
A letter from La Paz, Bolivia, says : The 
papers of Cochabamba, La Paz aud Oruro 
.ire alm ost exclusively occupied by articles 
respecting the financial crisis the Republic 
is passing through, the poverty of the la­ 
boring classes, the political situation, and 
th e difficulties in the w ay of th e G overn­ 
m ent com ing to an honorable arrangem ent 
w ith Chile. 
A letter from the Cerro de Pasco m ines, 
Jun e 1st, says : The C hilenos are again in 
c ur m idst, and the peaceful and quiet peo­ 
ple of th is district are again alarmed at 
tne prospect before them . 
In April, 1881, 
one Colonel A duvien, under Pierola’s or­ 
ders, entered th is city and robbed us of at 
L ast half a 
m illion. 
H e was followed 
w ith in a few days by th e Chilenos, who 
levied a war tax of §500,000 silver, hut 
th eir plundering was, at the low est calcu­ 
lation, far in excess of the tax th ey im ­ 
posed. 
For the past fortnight w e have 
had som e 500 troops who m odestly demand 
>25,000 silver every m onth ; where 
this 
m oney is to com e from is a m ystery. 
The 
other even ing a p etty officer and tw o sol 
diera entered th e house of one of our haci- 
cnda8, a league and a half outside the 
tow n, and after being hospitably treated b y 
the ow ner, Don Ramon Tobias, | Spanish 
gentlem an, resident here for the past thirty 
years, th ey shot him in cold blood, at his 
own fireside, as w ell as his stepson and his 
adm inistrator, an Austrian. 
T he laborers, 
hearing th e firing, rushed to the door, 
when eix of them were likew ise assassin­ 
ated.
